The two forms of exnression mean the same 
thing, or, m other words, that at the time 
mentioned the earth has reached the part of 
her orbit where she ta at the ^realest dis­ 
tance from the sun. 
She ta three million 
miles farther irom the sun than she was on 
the I st of January. 
But why do we not have 
the coolest weather w hail the sun is tar;h**-t 
away? This easily explained, for the sun s 
rays fall jierpendieulai iv n|*on the ear iii in 
midsummer and obliquely rn midwinter, the 
in tensity of the heat far overbalano.ng the 
difference 
in 
the distance. 
J he 
Ham­ 
mer heat is, however, tempered bv tic* 
greater distance of the central lire for the 
southern hemisphere. 
When the sun is in 
perigee at ins nearest point in midsummer 
the heat is intensitvxl and the temperature 
is higher in Southern Africa and Australia 
than in the corresponding latitudes north of 
tile equator. 
This condition of th;n«rs has 
not always prevailed.

before the or; auca of Adam, the earth v. ns 
neatest the sun during the summer of the 
northern hemisphere, and most distant from 
him in the northern winter. 
Sir John Her- 
sehel estimated that the northern aumui* r 
at that distant {**riod of the world's history 
was 23 des-, hotter and the northern winter 
23 dog colder than it ta at present. 
Inhab­ 
itants of the north temperate cone have rea­ 
son to be grateful that the sun is in apogee 
at this midsummer season.
